HE Uſefulneſs and Neceſſity of Hoſpitals in 
general being at preſent ſo well: underſtood in 
this Kingdom, it will be needleſs to offer any 
Conſiderations on thoſe Heads. But it may not 
be improper to lay before the Publick, the particular Rea- 
ſons and Inducements for the ſetting on Foot a new Deſign 


of this Sort, for the Relief of poor Lunaticks, 


1 


I. Experience had long ſhewn, that the Hoſpital 
of Bethlem was incapable of receiving and providing for 
the Relief of all the unhappy Objects of this Sort, 
who made Application for it ; this Truth can be at- 


teſted by every Governor of that Houſe, and by every 
A 2 Perſon

Perſon to whoſe Lot it has fallen, to ſolicit the Admiſſion 
of a Patient into it. 

II. That the Expence and Difficulty attending the 
Admiſſion of a Patient into the Hoſpital of Belllem, 
had diſcouraged many Applications for the Benefit of that 
Charity, particularly on behalf of the more neceſſitous 


Objects, and of ſuch who reſided in the remote Paits 


of the Kingdom. 


III. That by this unavoidable Excluſion, or Delay in 
the Admiſſion of Objects of this Sort, many uteful 
Members have been loſt to Society, either by the Diſ- 
order gaining Strength beyond the Reach of Piylick, 
or by the Patients falling into the Hands of Pertons 
utterly unſkilled in the Treatment of the Diſorder, or 
who have found their Advantage in neglecting every 
Method neceſſary to obtain a Cure. 


IV. That many Families, (in no mean Circumſtances). 
through the heavy Expence attending the Support 


of one Object of this Sort, have themſelves become 
Objects of charitable Relief, and thereby doubled the 
Load and Lols to tac Publick. 


V. That the moſt fatal Acts of Violence on them— 
ſelves, Attendants and Relations, have been often con- 


ſequent « on the ſmalleſt Delay in placing the Afflicted 
with

with this Diſorder under the Cate of Perſons experienced 
in guarding againſt and preventing Attempts of this 
Kind. 
VI. That no patticular Proviſion is made by Law for 


Lunaucks, the cemmon Pariſh Work-houſes being 
noways proper for their Reception, either in Point of 


Accommodation, Attendance, or Phyſical Aſſiſtance. 


VII. That the joining this to any other Hoſpital not 
particularly adapted for the Reception of Lunaticks, 
would have been highly improper and dangerous; the 
Jorning it to Betblem would have deprived it of two 
of its principal Advantages, the being under the im- 
mediate Inſpection and Government of its owa Patrons 
and Supporters (inaſmuch as no Benefaction to Beth- 


lem, how great ſoever, neceſſarily conftitutes the Doner 


a Govetnot of that Hoſpital), and of introducing more 
Gentlemen of the Faculty to the Study and Practice of 
one of the moſt important Branches of Phyſick, already 
too long confined (almoſt) to a fingle Perſon, 


Such, and fuch only, were the Motives of the firſt 


Promoters of this Deſign; the Weight they have had in 
the generat Opinion, the Largeneſs of the Sum paid 1n 
abundantly teſtifies, and leaves no Room to doubt of the 
Continuation of the like benevolent Diſpoſition in the 
future Support of it; and, for the Convenience of ſuch
